Report of School Board. 





To the citizens of the School District of Madison we here- 
with submit for your inspection the report of our schools and 
school houses for the year ending March 14th, 18953. 


' DISTRICT No. 1. 


Summer Term. 

Length of term nine weeks. 

The first term was taught by Mrs. Bertha Frost. When we 
visited Mrs. Frost’s school the first time we were well satisfied 
with the order and general deportment of the school, but for 
some reason the school closed with little interest and order, 
not such as we would have désired. 


Fall Term. 

Second term eleven weeks in length. 

This term was taught by Mr. Lester Ambrose. The disci- 
pline was all that we could ask for. Mr. Ambrose worked for 
the advancement of his scholars, and at the close of the term 
the examination was in-every way satisfactory. 


DISDCRICT Woac2;

Summer Term. 
Both terms were taught by Miss Mabel Nickerson. This 
was Miss Nickerson’s first experience as a teacher- Although 
the school was small, good work was done and we feel confi- 


dent that with experience as a texcher she will stand in the 
front ranks. , 


Fall Term. 


The second term was taught with that same faithfulness as 
in the first term. ,Miss Nickerson believes in being faithfull 
in all things. 
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DISTRICT No 5: 
Summer Term. 


Both terms were taught by Mrs. Hattie Warren. First 
term nine weeks. Mrs. Warren is an old teacher and great 
credit is due her fur the large amount of labor that was given 
to the scholars. The school showed great advancement in 
their studies and at the close of the term it would be hard to 
find a school that could pass so thorough an examination. As 
a teacher, Mrs. Warren stands A 1. 


Fall Term. 


The second term was a steady advancement for the scholars 
and at the close we not only found improvement but a great 
amount of interest. This is in line of what we would have all 
our schools and shall try for. Length of term eleven weeks. 


DISTRICT, No.6; 
Summer Term. 
The first term was taught by Chester Churchill. Mr. 
Churchill has taught this school a number of terms before with 


the best of success. This term was taught with the same 
fidelity to the scholar as the preceeding ones. 


Fall Term. 
The second term was taught by Miss Olive Lord. Although 
this was Miss Lord’s first term, we think the result of the 
school would be a credit to a more experienced teacher. 
DISTRICT No. 7. , 
Summer Term. 
First term was taught by Miss Mammie Chase. Miss Chase 
is a good scholar anda promising teacher. Her order was 
good and the advancement of the scholars was such that we 
would advise her to keep on as a teacher. 


Fall Term. 
Second term was taught by Miss Cora Merrow. Miss Mer- 
row worked hard for her scholars keeping them interested and 
with the good order observed although her first term we feel- 
assured that success awaits her as a teacher. 
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We would say in conclusion that our schools throughout the 
town on the whole have been a success, and considering what 
our teachers have to do with the scholars have .advanced be- 
yond our expectation. Our schoolrooms are much in need of 
maps, globes and apparatus, and there is a very small supply 
of text-books. Scholars cannot progress as they should where 
two or three have to do with one book. We earnestly ask the 
people to correct this fault. 

We are glad to report that a new school house iis been 
built in district No. 5 and suitably furnished, but all others 
are rapidly going to ruin and need repair. Something should 
be done in behalf of the children living about what is known 
as the Boston and Maine quarry. ‘These children, some 15 or 
20 in number, thus far have no schooling whatever. We sug- 
gest a school house be built for them or money raised for their 
transportation to some neighboring part where they can obtain 
proper training. We cannot raise money for a better purpose 
that to educate our children.
